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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

The amended independent claims 22, 30 and 45 raise new issues that would 
require further consideration as well as search for following reasons, and thus the 
amendment is denied of the entry. 

Claim 22 now recites the average particle size found in the specification that 
would require further consideration and search. 

Claim 30 now deletes the (maximum) amount of water that would require further 
consideration and search. Applicant notes that the miniemulsion is "nonaqueous" 
implying a water-free system. However, applicant's intention is confusing and unclear 
since the nonaqueous miniemulsion of claims 22 and 45 and many examples contains 
water and since the instantly recited "osmotically stabilizing component" encompasses 
water. 

Claim 45 now recites the maximum amount of water found in the specification 
that would require further consideration and search. 

Applicant's assertion is based on the amended claims being denied of the entry, 
and thus has no probative value.
